Russia's terms oro first, autonomy for 
Outer Mongolia, basing the demand 
on “the precedent established by Great 
Britain in restoring ordor in’ Tibot and 
securing the reinatatement, of the Dazar 
Lama, after he had bean banished. by 
‘| China’; secondly, that China shall give an 
undertaking to forbid further Chinese 
colonisation in Outer Mongolia, and that 
she will send no armed troops acroas the 
border, The agreement relates entirely to 
Outer Mongolia, and does not affect 
China’s full sovereignty over Inner Mon- 
gulia, Backed by the popular feeling 
L aroused throughout the country the Chinese 
Government has refused to acquiesce in 
Russia's demands, and. thus a deallock has 
been reached in the negotiations. If Russia 
does not give way, War becomes inevitable, 
In the opinion of the semi-official Presa any 
semblance of yielding on China’s part would 
jeopardisa the very oxistence of the 
Republic. On tha other band it is reported 
from Peking that Russian patience appears 
to be vanishing and a settlemont of the 
question of the delimitation of Mongolia

> INDUBTRIAL ACTLYITY. 

Tho reports of numerous failures in the 
Balkan States have, brought trade with 
those countries almost to a standstil] and 
a. temporary pause in the general activity 
seems to be experienced in. other quarters 
ag well; but all tho great industries of 
the country, iron works and textile mills 
aud factories are full of orders for many 
months ahead and the enormous demand 
for coal shows how busy .they are. Un- 
fortunately the railway authorities are 
not in o position to mect the demand for 
trucks and waggons, having from motives 
of mistaken economy failed to increase 
their rolling stock in proportion to the 
growing requirements of “the country, 
They are now giving out large orders to 
supply the want, but in the meantime 
there is a treniendous congestion of traffic, 
particularly in the Rheno-Westphalian 
coalfields, In the month of September 
there was a shortage of 24,000 trucks and 
it was feared that at that rate there would 
bo at least half a million tons left unfor- 
warded during the following month, This 
figure has, however, beon much exceeded as 
the demand increased, owing to the ‘con- 
tinued activity of trade and tho approach 
of winter. The mines are therefore seri- 
ously considering the advisability of re 
ducing their output. to three days a week 
in order te avoid a further accumulation 
of.stock at the pits. This mensure would 
affect’ 300,000 colliers and entail heavy 
losses on the owners. 


- A GOVERNMENT OIL MONOPOLY. 


The draft of a bill to be submitted to the 
Reichstag, vesting the sole right of im- 
porting, manufacturing and. refining 
mincral oils for lighting purposes in the 
imperial Government, has just been pub- 
fished. © Oils within the meaning of the 
act are defined as such possessing a 
density (specific gravity) of .770 to .830 at 
a temperaturo of lsdeg. Celsius, The 
bill empowers the Government to entrust 
the exploitation of the monopoly to a 
company, to be formed for that purpose 
under the auspices and. control of the 
Imperial Chancellor, for a period not 
exceeding thirty years. The capital of the 
company -to be raised by the issue of 
shares in the usual manner, part of the 
hares-to—be-to-bearer-and-part-to—name; 
the latter to be deposited with the Reichs- 
bank and to be entered on a register, any 
subsequent sales of them to be subject to 
the approval of the Imperial Chancellor, 
who will delegate his powers to a commis- 
sioner and deputy commissioner. 

The articles of association and any sub- 
nequent alterations and new rules and 
bye-laws to require the sanction of the 


-commisstoner,_and -the-names-of-the-mem- 


bers of the council of administration, of 
their chairman and ‘vice-chairman and 
of the managing directors to be submitted 
to him for approval. 

The holders of registered shares to be 
entitled to at least one-half of the num-

PORTUGAL UNDER THE REPUBLIC. 


“ goeWHAT DEPRESSING CONDITIONS. 


The Times of the 23rd ult. had the 
following leading article: — ° ete 

Tho third Session of the Parliament of. 
‘the Portuguese Republic, which began 
some ten days ago, opens in somewhat 
depressing cond*tions.. The. message 
which we publish to-day from our Lisbon 


| Correspondent, and which the Censor | 


endeavoured to suppress, shows that somo 
even of those who took part in the Revolu- 
tion are far from being satisfied with tho 
present state of: things. Official assur- 
ances that all is for the best under the 
best of all possible Governments are a8 
plentifu] and_as positive as they used to 
be under the Monarchy, and they appear 
to have about the same relation to facts. 
They cannot shako the impression created 
by the concurrent testimony of indepen- 
dent observers, well acquainted with the 
country, that the politics of Portugal are 
neither. sounder nor sweeter than they 
‘were before the Revolution and: that her 
material condition is distinctly worse. 
It is but bare justice to acknowledge the 
great difficulties of the task undertaken 
by her new rulers. Government on 
democratic principles, where the masses 
aro too ignorant to take an intelligent 
interest in politics, must always expose 
those -who attempt it to great dangers and 
to great temptations. The founders of the 
Republic held out high hopes to. the 
nat‘on. They showed extreme sensibility 
to the rank abuses which had thriven 
under the Monarchy, and they ingenu- 
ously suggested that upon its overthrow 
the reign of justice, enlightenment, and 
prosperity would immediately set in. It 
has not set in yet, and the more moderate 
apologists of the new régime have all sorts 
of explanations, more, or less plausible, 
to offer. of the facts. They plead, with 
truth, that they are the heirs to an estab- 
Bshed and traditional system of corrup- 
tion. They urge that’in the most 
conservative and beneficent of revolutions 
things are said and done which could not 
be defcnded in ordinary times. They 
assert, again with truth, that every 
Government is bound to defend itself, 
and that the ‘repeated efforts of the 
Royalists to bring about a restoration by 
armed invasion and insurrection have 
compelled them to resort to measures 
which they deplore. ‘Time and patience, 
they affirm, are all that is needed’ for the 
reforms they have made, and for the 
furthor reforms they contemplate, to bear 
the rare and refreshing fruit they have 
promised their country. Other champions 


of the Republic hardly contend that. the | ¢, 


fruit is already abundant, and that it is 
only malice and perversity which fail to 
see it and to enjoy it, - -- ; 5

vain to argue, On the other hand, it may 
be useful to remind those who have not 
shut their eyes to. all truths which are 
unpleasant that it is high time for the 
promised reforms to take practical effect.

: “THE ACTIVITY OF JAPANESE | 
STEAMSHIP COMPANIES. 


The present activity of Japanese steam-

Tho plan seems not ‘unpromising. 
Many sourees of weakness that- have 
proved fatal in the end to other schemes 
more or less socialistic or communistic 
have been eliminated, and the aspiration 
has been to be practical as well as up to 
ate. The colonists will: be a ‘peculiar 
people”’ only in that they will share a 
common desire to sunplement individual 
effort by mutual ass.stance so far as it 
may prove agreeable and profitable. They 
will not be. anybody's wards or protegés, 
while tho rules by which they contract: to 
abide will be made and enforced by them- 
selves.—New York Times,
